and 1 feel that I belong with the people rather than eliteists,
I could not go into that gathering, that my self-respect and
pride are about all that 1 really have and to go into the
building after having been spit in the face would have taken
my pride and my self-respect from me and 1 would have been
left with nothing. So that is why 1 was so late in getting
here today and maybe some people wish 1 had gotten in, then
I would not be here at all, but 1 have been trying to take

a little time to see whether or not Senator Schmit had gotten
the information yet that he was looking for.
